JOSEPH BONAPARTE. 

Joseph, the eidest brotyer of Napoleon, of al! the 
members of his family the one in whom the Em- 
peror placed the greatest confidence, wes born Jan 
7, 1768, in Corsica. He was edacated at the Col 
lege of Auten, ia Burgundy. In 1702 he became 
a member of the departmental administration of 
Corsica, under the presidency of the celebrated 
Pascal Pacti. When the Roglish took possession 
of Corsica, Joseph returned to Marseilles, where be 
married the daughter of M. Clary, a rich citizen of 
that place. Joseph accompanied his broiher in the 
campeign of Italy, and was deepatehed by him to 
Paris, to convince the directory of the necessity of 
concluding « peace with the King of Sardinua.

He 
was next Secretary of the Counc! of Five Hundred 
Whea Nepoleon was in Egypt, affairs in France be 
img in « disastrous state, Joseph despatched the 
Greek, Burmbacki, to his brother, to urge bis return. 
and he assisted at the revelation of Brumaine. 
which placed Nepoieon at the head of the Consular 
Gevernment. Under the Consulate, Joseph was 
member of the Council of State, and the treaty 
which terminated the differences between the United 
States and France, was signed at his estate of Mon- 
tefontaine, September 3°, 1800. When Napoleon 
became Emperor, he declared Joseph and his cbil 
dren heirs te the throne, in case of his own death 
without issue. During the campaign of Austertitz. 
Jeseph presided in the Senate and administered the 
government. Ia 1805, by onder of the Emperor 
he invaded and conquered the kingdom of Naples, 
and was created King of that country, where his 
wise and salutary regulations effected a complete 
political and social reg Vek ly 
Napoleon afterwards placed bim at the bead of af 
fairs in Spain, where his efforts were destined to 
be completely defeated. The victory of Welliag 
ten at Vittoria, was the closing disaster of his reign 
ws King of Spain. 

After the events of 1815, Joseph retired to the 
United States, bought land, and erected a beautiful 
country seat near Bordentown, New Jersey, where 
he resided in philosophical retirement for many 
years, He afterwards re-visited Europe, and died 
at Florence.

safficient abundance for his dairy. The usual way 
of tethering is to allow a cow the range of a circle 
to the extent of the chain; and when it has eaten 
down its food within its area, it is removed to an- 
other spot. Instead of doing this, Mr. Dumbrell 
tethers bis cows with a chain ef twelve or fifteen 
feet, and when it has consumed the grass within 
its reach, the pin is removed onwerd a foot or a 
foot and a half; the cow then cats this quantity, 
and is egain allowed another bite of the same ex 
tent. This plan prevents the animal irom treading 
on the food which it consumes while quite fresh, 
and the chain assists in distributing the droppings. 
The field is thus fed over eventy, and all is consumed 
and none trodden upon. Mr. Dumbrel! professes to 
realize good profits from his system, and with a de 
gree of liberality highly creditable to his character, 
reserves no information from bis visitors —Surrey 
Niandacd.
